REMARKS 

The Examiner made an election of species requirement, denoting the 
species as: 

(1) Figs 1-5; 

(2) Figs. 6 and 7; 

(3) Figs. 8-10; and 

(4) Figs. 11 and 12. 

In response to the requirement, Applicant hereby provisionally elects 
species (1), that is, the species of Figs 1-5, without prejudice to his right to file 
one or more divisional applications covering the remaining subject matter. 

It is noted that in the event the Examiner eventually allows a generic 
claim, the other species will be examined. 

It is believed that claim 2 is specific to the provisionally elected species 
and claims 1 and 3-7 are generic thereto.
